Winchell and the 
G-man are old and good friends, but that is where the matter 
ends. The two men frequently take dinner together, but if ~ 
the reporter gets information from Hoover, it is the result 
of a chance remark during the course of conversation and 
nothing more. In this regard, it should be noted that 
Hoover is by nature and experience habitually cautious.

n The friendship between the G-man and the reperter 
goes back many years, to the time when the Bureau was an 
unimportant and little-known arm of the federal govern- 
ment. Winchell long ago appointed himself press agent 
to the investigating agency. Though he was never asked 
to do so, he embarked eh a vigorous campaign for a larger 
budget for the Bureau and for higher salaries for its 
personnel.. 

n For his unflagging efforts. Hoover and every member of 
his agency were grateful to Winchell. But this attitude 
gave the reporter no special entry, and he has never 
received advance tips on Bureau releases.
